WILMINGTON - “It’s different, just different, all the drivers have 
‘said that, we do not have the cooperation from the schools, we are on 
our own.” said one bus driver. 

“I've gone out of my way to make this a smooth transition” said 
Transportation Coordinator Jim Gillis. 

Some drivers stated that they have had a difficult time reaching the 
‘Transportation Coordinator. 

“The vast majority of drivers are excellent, competent professional 
people” said Gillis. 

Drivers became concerned that the school department wanted the 
drivers information and questioned whether the school department 
had information on the other vendors who do charters. “We don’t have 
the same requirements for charter companies” said Brad Jackson, 
Director of Administration and Finance for the Wilmington School 
Department. “The reason is that there are other adults on the bus. I’d 
prefer not to be going to outside vendors, but Bruce hasn't had the 
capacity to handle our charter needs. The bus company provides us 
the bus and a licensed driver.” added Jackson. When it was posed to 
Jackson that he had no way of being certain that the drivers were 
licensed, he responded “Correct”. 

“Hundreds of complaints” have been received according to Gillis. 
“We handled most of them over the telephone.” added Gillis. Bruce 
Transportation claims that they only received 5 letters of complaint, 
those letters were dated between October 29th and November 5th. “If 
these letters are there and we don’t know about them, how are we sup- 
posed to solve the problem” said one frustrated driver. “Many of us 
have kids in the Wilmington Schools, our concern is for the safety of 
the children, we can’t fix the problem, if we don't get the feedback” 
said a driver. 

According to the contract, “The Contractor with the School Depart- 
ment and the Safety Officer shall administer a satisfactory safety pro- 
gram. Said program shall include, but shall not be limited to, regu- 
larly scheduled safety meetings for the Contractor’s personnel.” the 
contract states. In September, the Safety Committee was replaced 
with the Transportation Review Board which consists of Gillis, Jack- 
son, and the Principal of the school involved. Taking Bruce Trans- 
portation and the Safety officer out of the loop. 

In a letter sent to Bruce Transportation dated October 15th, the 
school committee said “Since early September, individual Committee 
inembers have received numerous complaints regarding late and over- 
growded buses as well as canceled athletic events.” Gillis stated that 
to the best of his knowledge never did any Bruce Transportation bus 
bxceed it’s capacity of 65 pupils. 

‘ “I have had no issues with Bruce Transportation or any of the driv- 
ers this year” said Wilmington Police Safety Officer Robert Shelley. 

! Tuesday, the Town Crier contacted representatives of 25 school sys- 
tems that have done business with Bruce Transportation, the following 
reflects our survey: 

“The first 2-3 weeks under the contract, they (Bruce) didn’t know 
routes, but it resolved itself - resolved, they’ve been good since”.

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Selectmen table Car Mart license

WILMINGTON - In light of com- 
plaints from abutting residents 
and next week’s hearing, the 
Board of Selectmen voted Mon- 
day night to table a decision to 
renew a local auto dealership's 
garage licenses. 

The dealership in question is 
Car Mart Subaru on 275 Main St., 
where auto body work is also per- 
formed. For months now, resi- 
dents have been concerned about 
the strong odor of auto paint that 
has wafted over their Brand 
Street neighborhood and the 
effects the fumes may have on 
them and their children’s health. 

According to Health Director 
Greg Erickson, the Board of

Health issued an order to the 
dealership this summer to resolve 
the odor problem within 30 days. 
Since, the board has mailed a sec- 
ond letter and again asked Car 
Mart Subaru to abate the nui- 
sance to nearby residents. The 
case will be heard in Middlesex 
Superior Court on Dec. 22. 

“Car Mart has not lived up to 
their responsibility as a dealer- 
ship,” said Town Manager 
Michael Caira, who suggested 
that the selectmen hold off on the 
relicensing decision until after 
the court date. “This has been 
very problematic from the town’s 
point of view.” 

One proposed solution to the 
problem may be to install taller 


emissions stacks of 48-feet or 
higher. However, Erickson said 
that this may not remedy the sit- 
uation and the stacks would have 
to be installed and put to use to 
make sure. 

While the smell is an issue with 
neighbors, the real concern for 
many is the possible health haz- 
ard of inhaling these fumes. 
According to safety data sheets of 
the dealership’s, some of the 
products on site contain isocyan- 
ates which could cause skin and 
respiratory problems with pro- 
longed exposure. 

“This is not a nuisance,” said 
Selectman James Rooney. “These 
residents allege that this is life 
threatening and we have to take 
this seriously. To call it a nui- 
sance is inadequate.” 

Erickson agreed with Rooney 
that the odors may in fact pose a 
health threat, but added that the 
town’s health board has limited 
powers and would not be able to 
make that determination. Such a 
decision, said Erickson, would 
have to be rendered by the 


multimedia inspection of the area 
on Nov. 13. 

Brand Avenue resident Tracy 
Peterson said that overall there 
are many areas that she feels 
that the dealership has shown to 
operate in bad faith. 

“We can’t live like this if we 
can't let our children out,” said 
Peterson who has two small boys 
who were diagnosed with possible 
toxic exposure by a Boston pedia- 
trician in October. 

The selectmen plan to discuss 
the issue again at their next 
meeting on Dec. 28. 

Also during Monday’s meeting, 
Water Resource Manager Ken- 
neth Wagner met with selectmen 
to offer recommendations and to 
review findings of the Silver Lake 
water quality study. 

“In 1987 things were generally 
good with the lake,” said Wagner 
of the study that compares read- 
ings and observations from the 
last decade to present day. “In 
1998 relatively little has 
changed.”

WILMINGTON- The proposal to 
locate a restaurant in a soon to be 
completed retail center at the in- 
tersection of Main and Lowell 
Streets came under fire, and pro- 
vided the Wilmington Planning 
Board meeting with an interest- 
ing conclusion Tuesday night. 

Applicant Robert DePesa and 
Atty. Daniel Brown submitted a 
request to the planning board, re- 
questing a change in use for a 
section of the One Lowell. St. 
retail center. The request asks 
that an exception be made, allow- 
ing Focaccia’s Restaurant to 
move into space designated for 
retail use. 

DePesa already operates the 
Focaccia’s Restaurant at 601 
Main St. in Reading. 

A traffic impact study submitted 
along with preliminary design 
plans indicated that the retail 
center with the restaurant would 
generate 62 vehicles exiting and 
entering the parking lot during 
peak hours, fourteen more cars 
than would be generated without 
the restaurant. 

The traffic study also estimates 


that 974 cars will pass One Lowell 
St. between the hours of 5 and 6 
p.m., and that 736 cars will enter 
and exit the parking lot over the 
course of a day.

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MCAS trouble parents 
educators, but... 


Are students 
concerned?

The MCAS tests have gained much regional and national attention 
over the past week. Teachers, parents, administrators, and Department 
of Education officials have been interviewed by every media outlet in 
the country. The low scores on these tests were not a surprise; yet, they 
are still a blow to Massachusetts education reform and its efforts to 
immediately change public schools for the better. Everyone is con- 
cerned: parents have been critical of schools, weary of whether they are 
properly preparing their children; educators and administrators are 
worried they are not doing their jobs correctly, not pushing hard enough; 
and Board of Education officials are scrambling to evaluate and 
recuperate. But, what seems to be lacking in this media blitz are the 
students. They have been tested, they may be penalized; but do they 
care? 

There is not a simple answer to this question: some do, but most 
don’t. Most are apathetic as they were when they took the test because 
they neither understood the implications or the justifications for the 
testing. This is where the problem lies. 

When students were testing across the state last year, a pile of 
paperwork was put in front of them without preparation or discussion. 
And, like most teens and some adults do, they shrugged it off. They 
didn’t care, they didn’t put the effort forth, and the results showed it. 
They were told very little about the test. Most knew only one fact: they 
would not have to pass it to graduate. So, they took the information they 
were given and sat through the test - drawing and doodling on essay 
spaces, playing the alphabet game with the multiple choice questions; 
doing anything to pass the time. 

Those who did take the test seriously did so to test themselves, not 
the curriculum. These are the achievers who often do well on tests 
anyway. They saw the test, viewed it a challenge, and worked their best 
to excel. Even these students became frustrated with the set-up, 
questioning, and timing of the test. Some of them, in the end, scanned 
around the room. They heard Bobby snoring two rows over and could see 
Suzy sketching something on her desk. A little voice in their heads took 
this in and thought “what the hell” and their work was done as apathy 
set in, 

Students, however, aren't to blame for their lack of concern and 
effort. There are a number of factors that contributed to this disease, the 
greatest of which is misinformation and a lack thereof. Pamphlets, 
videos, and speakers could have all been used to educate students about 
these tests last year. Administrators, however, fearing a break of the 
required time learning codes, were reluctant to schedule assemblies 
When students did attend information sessions, they were told half- 
truths and ambiguous facts. Ask any current junior who took the test last 
year and 90% of the time you will find that they did not know the format, 
the difficulty, or the content of these tests before they entered the 

classroom and picked up their #2 pencils. 

Other factors certainly negatively impacted the results of these 
tests. The environmental conditions these MCAS were taken under has 
remained a concern. Unlike ETS and the SAT’s, the state sent no 
guidelines to schools as to the procedures or conditions to maintain a 
proper testing atmosphere.-Students at some schools were hoarded into 
a cafeteria, while others were cramped in a small auditorium. The 
timing was also left up to the districts and individual schools. While 
students in Tewksbury might have been taking them after lunch, 
students in Wilmington may have been put under the gun at 7:20 a.m.; 
when brain cells aren’t exactly at full capacity. This lack of standards 
only caused more confusion for both test administrators and students, 
giving students another reason to take a nap or stare at the tiny holes 
in the wall. 

Last week, parents received their child's individualized score report 
in the mail. These reports were addressed specifically to parents, not 
students. Do students care about the results; except to the extent that 
parents are on their backs about them now. Students have been nagged 
and blamed as parerts do best in their subtle fashion. Still, they know 
very little of the imp.ications this may have for their high school, for the 
state, and for themselves. They haven't been told that these scores will 
remain on their permanent records (a decision left to the district) nor 
do they understand the push teachers and administrators will receive 
over the next few years for these failures. These scores are being used 
as the baseline for the state’s new evaluation system. Next year, if 
schools are found underachieving expectations, they will be givena time 
period to meet these standards. If schools fail to meet these levels and 
students’ scores do not rise significantly, drastic measures may be taken 
and the state may take over. What happened to Lawrence may not be 
too far away for local schools if great things don’t happen. 

Students need to be educated now about the MCAS in both prepara- 
tion of new testing and for the results and the implications that will 
follow. Students can only be expected to take the test seriously if they 
truly understand its importance. Students are being tested as is the state 
wide curricula. We are testing education, but have failed to educate 
students about the testing. With ignorance comes apathy and laziness is 
sure to follow. If this cycle continues, results will continue to be 
disappointing and the educational slump will consume Massachusetts 

Do students care? Yes, it’s our education.

With your 
approval of my programs, you and 
Thave built a valuable anddynamic 
course of study for the students of 
Wilmington froma beginning group 
of 12 students in 1987. 

For three years, I have asked 
School Committee to consider me a 
candidate for three Classification 
E stipends for after school work 
with my 300 String students in High 
School, Middle School and Elemen- 
tary String Orchestras. The request 
was consistent with those brought 
forward by many other departments 
in the school system who receive 
Classification E funding to reward 
teachers for extra hours of out-of- 
class instruction. 

Ihave given my full measure of 
service to such after school pro- 
grams as the year-long British- 
American Project. The preparation 
for that enormous program took 
two years of out-of-class time. Then, 
building on that success, we had the 
Italia 98 Concert Tour, enhanced by 
special night classes taught by dedi- 
cated Wilmington teachers. The 
necessary details and planning also 
took two years of my personal time. 
These were programs which you 
approved and supported andI thank 
you. 

The UNH Master Series with 
Robert Eshbach, Heather 
Goodchild, and Mary Rasmussen, I 
Had A Teacher with Grace Corrigan 
(mother of Christa McAuliffe), Sym- 
phony by the Sea with Alan 
Hawryluk, An Evening of Elegance 
with PBS Television personality 
Mary Ann Esposito, and Live from 
Lincoln Center’s Jay S. Blumenthal 
Master Classes were all a result of 
my lifelong professional associa- 
tions which I gladly shared with 
your community. They came free 
of charge to you. These activities 
required hundreds of hours of my 


personal time (time away from my 
own family). 

Like MCAS, I tested my students 
and my teaching skills in full public 
view before tough New York judges 
and returned with Gold Awards 
from performances at Lake George 
95 and 97 (with a 98 average). Your 
approval was swift and appreci- 
ated. But, again, hundreds of hours 
of outside class time was necessary 
to achieve this. 

And I continue to guide my stu- 
dents in lessons on civics and com- 
munity pride with the WHS Lawn 
Sign Project. Hours of work, at no 
cost to you. 

And, very importantly, I have 
met for several years with devoted 
parents of my students, returning 
to Wilmington the first Wednesday 
evening of each month for Strings 
Attached Parent Support. We met 
for several purposes, not the least 
of which was to form a strong bond 
between Wilmington parents and 
your schools. 

Sadly I concluded I would post- 
pone several major projects until 
the Administration andSchool Com- 
mittee found my work outside the 
classroom worthy of the same Clas- 
sification E support as scores of 
athletic and academic programs 
have received for many years. Af- 
ter 11 years of service, and three 
years of requests, it is my hope that 
postponing programs would be a 
way of calling attention to inequi- 
ties in the system.

ington Secretaries out of 
Newburyport Harbor was post- 
poned. It was my attempt to call 
attention to the programs provided 
free-of-charge, but not rewarded 
by Classification E stipends as other 
after-school programs are. 

I stopped attending Parent Sup- 
port meetings so that parents could, 
on their own, understand the rea- 
sons why the program was not be- 
ing treated equitably by the Admin- 
istration.

Parents 
have felt the loss, too, and there is 
no resolution in sight. We’ve paid 
our full fare, but the train to Equity 
won't stop for us. 

But, the silver lining is in a valu- 
able lesson I’ve learned: I may not 
enjoy the full measure of support 
from the Administration that other 
teachers do, but I have the devotion 
of 300 students who choose to be in 
my program. They return to Strings 
every fall, and the three orchestras 
continue to grow. 

So, I will honor my students’ 
commitment and dedication. For 
them alone, and in the knowledge 
that my three requested stipends 
may never be approved, I will con- 
tinue to build a Strings program 
that brings together students, fami- 
lies and schools as long as I possi- 
bly can. 

Inthe coming days, I will present 
Barbara Mette with a proposal] for 


and frustrated that they cannot be 
part of a solution that would allow 
Mr. Dilmore to remain with us. 
As both a parent and teacher, I 
would like to say that I feel we are 
about to lose someone who is truly 
invaluable to us. While it may be 
true that Mr. Dilmore’s position 
can be filled, he himself is irre- 
placeable.

I will do it to 
serve and honor my students be- 
cause they have honored me, and 
their schools, with their profound 
dedication to excellence. 

At some point in the future, 
should you wish to consider my 
work to be as worthy as the work of 
others whoteach beyond class time, 
I hope you will reach out to the 
Wilmington Teachers’ Association 
and resolve this situation. Natu- 
rally, I would be as honored as any 
other teacher to receive Elemen- 
tary, Middle School and HS Strings 
stipends. 

I will not continue to pursue this 
matter. The humiliation that has 
accompanied what would normally 
be a standard, basic request is far 
too distracting. 

Should you vote favorably for 
any other stipends in the future, 
and fail to consider the Strings pro- 
gram, I hope you will at least pause 
and reflect on the hard work by 
those who make Wilmington Public 
Schools Strings Attached an eh- 
riching experience for hundreds of 
Wilmington families.

Scores tallied, reveal shortcomings 


MCAS results, Superintendent of 
Schools Dr. O'Donnell held meet 
ings for faculties at‘each school in 
the district chers were briefed 
on the implications of the testing 
and on how their individual schools 
fared compared with the district 
and the state. In a recent Boston 
Globe survey, the district and indi 
vidual schools were compared with 
those in the state. To reach these 
rankings, the Globe added up the 
English, math, and science scaled 
scores for each grade level. Of 208 
schools, Wilmington Public Schools 
placed in the middle, ranking 100. 
These rankings are somewhat dis: 
appointing in that Tewksbury, 


Billerica, Burlington, and Woburn 
schools facing similar financial re 
straints as Wilmington ranked 
higher and did better on the tests. 
Atthe fourthgrade level, individual 
schools mirrored these district re 
sults, Shawsheen Elementary came 
out on top with a ranking of 166 out 
of 1042 schools. Wildwood Elemen 
tary trailed just behind Shawsheen 
at 275. Woburn Street was ranked 
464, although it also has approxi 
mately 60% of the special needs 
students of the three Wilmington 
elementary schools. At the eighth 
grade level, Wilmington again 
placed in the middle of the state, 
but below surrounding suburbs. The 
West Intermediate placed 131 of 401 
schools andthe North Intermediate 
ranked 240 of 401. The tenth grade

students who are now juniors at 
Wilmington High School also tested 
in the middle. Wilmington High 
School was ranked 156 of 310schools 
with all scaled scores reported. Al- 
though these scores were disap- 
pointing to both educators and par- 
ents in the district, Wilmington is 
already planning to take prepara- 
tion steps for improvement in next 
year’s results. This year’s second, 
fourth, eighth, and tenth graders 
will all take state evaluated tests in 
thespring. Infact, this year’seighth 
graders will have to pass each sec- 
tion of the MCAS tests to graduate 
from Wilmington High School in 
2003. They will havea chance to do 
this at the 11th grade level and 
another during their senior year. 


Criticized as unnecessary

Despite arguments from teach 
ers and testing expe Sa 
chusetts Board of Education passed 
a resolution Monday which will re- 
quire allsecond graders tobe tested 
by something similar to the M - 
chusetts Comprehensive As: 
ment System (MCAS). The test will 
focus onreading skills, which fourth 
grade students have fared so poorly 
on in the past. This decision came 

sappointing results of last 
ar's tests were released last week. 
John Silber, the chair of the’ Mass. 
Board of Education, and other board 
members expressed the need to test 
children early so that problems can 
be fixed before the 4th, 8th, and 10th 
grade levels. Using this test on 
second graders will hopefully catch 
any early reading and comprehen- 
sion difficulties so they can be fixed 
immediately, 

The testing of these second grad- 
ers translates into 700 thousand 
dollars for new testi .g materials 

700 thousand that many critics say 
shouldbe used to help failing schools 


from the 4th, 8th, and 10th grade 
results. This decision, if not con 
tested in the legislature, comes im 
mediately after millions of dollars 
were allotted for student improve: 
ment on the MCAS tests 

Teachers and parents have ar 
gued that 2nd grade testing is not 
only uneconomical, but also an un 
necessary burden on young minds. 
Teachers contest that students are 
still learning at their own pace at 
the second grade and reading at a 
gamut of levels. While one child 


“may have no difficulty at all read 


ing and writing, another may just 
be slower. But, everyone should 
catch up to the same level by fourth 
grade. Every student may not have 
the same reading comprehension 
or vocabulary, but certainly more 
students will align than at the sec- 
ond grade level 

Critics also insist that second 
graders cannot test as well as third 
or fourth graders. Students have 
only experience school for a year; 
this coupled with the stress of catch 
ing up to other classmates’ reading 


levels, learning the basics in math 
and social sciences, and being in- 
troduced to a wide variety of mate- 
rial all at once can make testing a 
heavy load. Not only this, but state 
educators have very little to evalu- 
ate. State curriculum only begins 
at first grade, so one or two years of 
knowledge can be tested 

If the board's decision remains 
untouched, Massachusetts second 
grader ll be taking tests along 
with 4th, 8th, and 10th graders in 
the spring. Critics see it as a waste 
of time of money and of unneces- 
sary stress; but, even these argu- 
ments may not convince state offi- 
cials. Reading must be tested. The 
only question that remains is 
whether second grade is an appro- 
priate level to evaluate these stu- 
dents, The board has answered this 
question as have teachers and par- 
ents; only time will tell which side 
will win. Another page in the ever 
changing Educational Reform Act 
of 1993 has been written and still 
more will follow.

Over the past two weeks, I’ve talked to over 30 different superin- 
tendents and school business administrators from school systems 
which have, or had, a bus contract with Bruce Transportation. 

These are the words I heard time and time again: 

“Great,” “No problems,” “Dependable,” “Easy to work with,” “A 
fine job,” “We're very happy with them.” 

I'm told by my editor that this same company, Bruce Transpor- 
tation, who are so extolled by other school districts, is accused of 
doing a sloppy job by some of the powers that be in the Wilmington 
school system. 

Well, I'll admit, I find it hard to believe. But if U2 could make an 
album like “POP,” then Bruce Transportation could have a town 
where things just don't come together. 

But still, all those calls. 

One superintendent I talked to, an older man from a New 
Hampshire school district, described the troubles he had when Bruce 
first handled their student transportation. It was a story that echoed 
those of other superintendents from Vermont, New Hampshire and 
Massachusetts. 

He said that when Bruce first began, they didn’t do the best job. 
There were problems with the routes, there were routes being 
doubled up, there were problems with time schedules. But after a 
short time, through cooperation between Bruce Transportation and 
the respective schools involved, the problems were quickly ironed 
out. 

And there's that word - cooperation. It’s a word I haven't heard 
once in regards to Wilmington’s problems with Bruce Transporta- 
tion. 

I remember seeing Jan Schlictmann, the lawyer who John 
Travolta will portray in the movie version of “A Civil Action”, speak 
at the University of Massachusetts at Amherst last year, and he was 
discussing methods to deal with large scale environmental polluters 

After he was done representing the families in the Woburn toxic 
waste cases versus Beatrice Foods and W.R. Grace, he began to 
rethink the adversarial process he'd engaged into solve the families 
problems. 

By squaring off with these polluters, he only succeeded making a 
bad situation worse, he said. But now he is working on solving 
another pollution problem in Tom’s River, NJ. Instead of facing off 
with the polluters in a court of law, he is gathering the polluters and 
those residents who must live with the pollution together, to work 
side by side to find a solution to a problem which affects both sides 

Cooperation. 

What's this got to do with Wilmington School's and Bruce Trans- 
portation? Well, if both sides stopped sniping at one another, and 
worked together to find a solution, I’m sure the buses could be 
running smoothly in no time. 

But things can stay they way they are now, the fighting could 
continue, and I’m sure we'd have a story a week detailing another 
wrong turn in this “Speed” movie come to life. But look on the bright

was mistakenly not included in the 
last teachers contract that was 
signed by the school board and 
WTA on Noy. 13, 1996. 

“Once we went to mediation, and 
in the interest of reaching an 
agreement, this issue was among 
several that got lost near the end 
of the process (third to the last 
meeting it was still on the table),” 
she said. “I guess if anyone is to 
be blamed for that, it’s me but I 
emphasize, despite the allega- 
tions, we did not take this issue off 
the table.” 

Hayes and the WTA are pushing 
for the music program to be 
placed at Class E, giving Dilmore 
an increased stipend. She noted 
there have been Class E stipend 
mutually agreed upon by the 
school board and WTA since the 
agreement’s signing two years 

«ago. Some of them include the In- 
termediate Junior National Honor 
Society in 1997 and the Wilming- 
ton High School debate club in 
1998, according to Hayes.

Priorities in 
Winchester 

“Vehicles and communication 
systems topped the list of priori- 
ties for both the Police and Fire 
departments, as their respective 
five-year capital requests were 
presented to the Capital 
Planning Committee...,” notes 
the Winchester edition of the 
“Daily Times Chronicle.” 

“For Fiscal 2000, the Police 
Department requested a total of 
$136,630 in capital funds, includ- 
ing $71,500 for three new cruis- 
ers, $16,500 for improvements to 
the internal communication sys- 
tem, and $48,630 for the police- 
fire communications console 
and monitoring system. 

“Vehicle replacement is a 
recurring item, requested on a 
yearly basis. The internal com- 
munications upgrade is expected 
to take place over four years, 
and the police-fire communica- 
tions console and monitoring 
system is scheduled to be com- 
pleted within three years. 

“Police Chief Joseph Peritano 
explained that cruisers require 
routine replacement due to high 
mileage and near constant use. 
‘Cruisers are a 24-hour-a-day 
operation. Even when they are 
not being driven, they are more 
than likely running. So it is not 
only mileage, but also the hours 
spent running which adds to the 
wear and tear’ 

“The Police Department 
requested three new cruisers for 
fiscal 2000, two for fiscal 2001, 
three for fiscal 2002, two for fis- 
cal 2003, and three in fiscal 2004. 
As new cruisers are bought, 
older models will be rotated into 
reserve status. Current reserve 
vehicles would then be rotated 
out of use, or recycled elsewhere 
in the town system. 

“At this time, the Police 
Department has a fleet of 13 
vehicles: one utility vehicle, one 
T-bird for undercover opera- 
tions, and eleven Ford LTDs. 
Four of the Ford LTDs are at 
the front of the line and being 
used 15 to 24 hours out of the 
day. The older cruisers are list- 
ed as in use only eight hours of 
the day; several are six to eight 
years old and have well over 
100,000 miles on them...” 


Renaissance 


in Stoneham 

“In the days of black and 
white television and John 
Glenn’s first space flight, resi- 
dents of Stoneham used to see 
friendly faces under the blue 
hats and above the silver 
shields,” notes the “Stoneham 
Independent.” 

“Since that time, however, the 
art of policing in the country 
has undergone a steady change, 
with the ‘beat cops’ slowly being 
replaced by police cruisers. 
Where there once was trust built 
up between the residents of 
small towns and their officers, 
there became a wariness and

unease between the two groups. 

“According to Officer Herbert 
Moore, a policing renaissance, 
dubbed community policing, is 
now occurring at the Stoneham 
Police Department and through- 
out the country. The movement 
is aimed at establishing a bond 
between the Police Department 
and the people they serve. 

“Moore, director of 
Community Policing, explained 
that the trend began in 
Stoneham about five years ago 
when the town received approxi- 
mately $9,000 in grant money 
from the state. He and four 
other officers then went about 
the task of setting up different 
means of communicating with 
the public. 

“‘We decided, let’s take this 
money and stretch it as far as 
we can because $9,000 doesn’t go 
far’ he said. ‘We were motivated 
and dedicated to this thing’ 

“Since then, the Community 
Policing body has grown to nine 
officers and the budget has 
grown to approximately $600,000, 
Moore said, thanks to state and 
federal grants. The programs 
which this money funds focus 
mainly on interaction with chil- 
dren and seniors, the two sets of 
people who most need the secu- 
rity that police provide. 

“Community policing is kind 
of going back to the old type of 
policing when they were walking 
the beats and getting close to 
the community; Moore said...” 


Lights in 
North Reading 


“They say you can’t stop 
progress and this apparently 
includes the proliferation of 
traffic signals in town,” notes 
the “North Reading Transcript.” 

“Just a few years ago, there 
were only two sets of traffic 
lights on Route 28. Now there 
are seven. 

“And two more sets of lights 
will shortly be added on Route 
62 in conjunction with the recon- 
struction of that roadway 
planned to begin next year. 

“A full set of lights at the 
intersection of Freedom Drive, 
Park and Winter Sts. has always 
been included in the Route 62 
project. Now there will be lights 
in the center of town at the 
intersection of Haverhill and 
Park Sts., thanks to a decision 
by the Board of Selectmen.

“The Selectmen voted 4 to 1 
to approve the lights at Park 
and Haverhill so they can be 
included in the project. This way 
the cost of the signals can be 
folded into the project and paid 
for with state and federal funds 
rather than town money. 

“The traffic signals were sup- 
ported by the Department of 
Public Works, Police and Fire 
Departments and signed off by 
the Historic District 
Commission, based on promises 
the signals will be aesthetically 
attractive and unobtrusive. 

“DPW Director Dave Hanlon 
agreed the intersection barely 


meets the standards for traffic 
signals at this time, but felt that 
traffic will only get worse in the 
next few years and now is the 
time to go forward, based on the 
outside funding source. 

Selectmen chairman Joe 
Veno agreed. ‘I’m in favor of 
lights there. If we don’t go for- 
ward with it now, we'll miss 
them later he said...”

*Cook foods thoroughly. use a 
food thermometer to make sure 
they reach a safe temperature 
of 160° - 180°F. 

Use chafing dishes, crock 
pots and warming trays to hold 
food at 140°F while they are on 
the buffet line. 

Serve foods on small platters 
and refresh their supply (in 
clean serving dishes) frequently. 
Keep extra hot food in the oven 
at 200°F. Keep cold foods cold 
(40°F or lower) 

*You can hold their tempera- 
ture by nesting serving dishes in 
bowls of ice. 

*Keep track of how long foods 
have been sitting out. Throw 
away any food that’s sat around 
for more than two hours.

Scope out the buffet line 
before you start eating.

If not, shy 
away from foods that are not 
properly served. If you know 
you will be arriving late to a 
party, satisfy your appetite at 
home first.

risk for problem gambling. 

Not only do problem gam- 
blers squander relatively large 
sums of money, they can lose 
personal relationships, jobs and 
businesses, and mental and 
physical health.

And some, unable to cope with 
the financial and emotional 
wreckage of compulsive gam- 
bling, commit suicide. 

There is mounting scientific 
evidence that people who are 
addicted to gambling will 
respond positively to similar 
techniques used to alcohol and 
drug treatment.

Views about podiatry 
vary across the country 


Do you know what podiatric 
medicine is? Would you go to a 
podiatrist for treatment of foot 
pain? Your answers may depend 
on where you live. 

“Attitudes Toward Foot Care,” 
a survey of 1,000 Americans con- 
ducted for the American 
Podiatric Medical Association, 
found that geography plays a 
part in attitudes toward foot 
care and podiatric medicine. 

Once a medical problem of 
the foot arises, Northerners are 
the most likely to visit a podi- 
atric physician. Twenty-two per- 
cent of the survey respondents 
in the Northeast said they visit- 
ed a podiatrist for heel pain, 
while only 5 percent of 
Southerners and 4 percent of 
Westerners went for the same 
Treason. 

Similarly, Northeasterners 


were more than twice as likely 
to see a podiatric physician 
about athlete’s foot, general foot 
pain, and thickened or 
deformed toenails than their 
counterparts in the South or 
West. 

Wherever you live, the APMA 
says foot pain should not be 
ignored because it could signal 
other serious medical problems. 
Deformed thickened or discol- 
ored toenails could signal iron 
deficiency, psoriasis or impend- 
ing heart failure. Heel pain also 
is a signal to seek medical 
attention because of the many 
afflictions that contribute to it, 
such as heel spurs, arthritis or 
bursitis. .

“If skipping school seems like 
a good way to get a mini-vaca- 
tion - think again, say school 
administrators,” notes the 
Woburn edition of the “Daily 
Times Chronicle.” 

“The school department was 
recently awarded a $10,000 grant 
from the Middlesex County dis- 
trict attorney’s office to imple- 
ment a pilot truancy interven- 
tion program for juniors and 
seniors at Woburn High. 

“Students who are truant will 
attend school on Saturdays in a 
multi-faceted program. 

“Despite academic successes 
and the impact of DARE and 
the community-based justice 
program over the past eight 
years, the grant application 
notes, ‘we have a number of stu- 
dents who are continually tardy 
for school, leave the school 
building during the day, or do 
not come to school on a specific 
day’ 

“Previously, juniors and 
seniors faced increasing suspen- 
sions for truancy (freshmen and 
sophomores can be assigned in- 
house suspensions, but adminis- 
trators reportedly found that not 
to be especially effective for the 
older students). 

“The suspensions are prob- 
lematic, however, the grant 
application noted, because most 
parents work during the day and 
the children are unsupervised; 
and more academic time is lost. 

“Now, these students will 
come to school on Saturdays 
from 7:45 a.m. to 12:30 p.m.; the 
number of Saturday sessions 
will depend on how much school 
they missed and how much work 
they have to make up...”

Fooling the eye 

If you want the look of wood 
but not the maintenance anc 
worry, consider installing 
laminate flooring. 

Don't confuse laminate floor 
ing with real wood flooring that 
is laminated in thin layers 
Laminate flooring is actually a 
synthetic material, but looks 
surprisingly real and has 
become extremely popuw!ar 
because of its durability. It has 
a processed wood core, similar 
to particleboard, sandwiched 
between a layer of melamine 
laminate and an undersized 
backing that prevents warping. 

Any look will do 

Laminate flooring will fool 
your eyes with designs that 
mimic stone, stenciled patterns 
and virtually every wood-look, 
from traditional pine strips to 
intricate inlays. Pergo, for 
example, has floors that dupli- 
cate almost every wood-from 
knotty pine and cherry to paint- 
ed checkerboard designs. 

Each Pergo plank measures 
roughly 8 inches by 47 inches. 
It's a floating floor and therefore 
does not have to be nailed or 
glued to the subfloor, making for 
simple installation and a cush 
ioned feel underfoot.

Should you do-it-yourself 
or hire a contractor? 


Let's face it, not everyone has 
the time or inclination to do a 
remodeling job on their own. 

Maybe you want to do the 
demolition work, but would 
rather have an installer lay your 
new floor. Perhaps you are good 
at plumbing, but don’t necessar 
ily want to replace kitchen cabi 
nets. Painting and wallpapering 
could be your forte, but electri 
cal wiring is something you 
would rather leave to a profes- 
sional. 

That’s why it’s important to 
decide before beginning a reno 
vation project whether to do it 
yourself, hire a contractor, or 
perhaps do a little of both 

Before making up your mind 
which way to go, begin with a 
to-do list, jotting down which 
projects you feel comfortable 
doing, skills you need to brush 
up on, and how much time you 
can devote to finishing it 
Remember that it’s very impor 
tant to be honest about your 
abilities. 


Back to “School” 

If you plan on doing the work 
yourself, but lack confidence 
you may want to brush up on 
basic skills by attending a free 
in store clinic offered at Home 
Depot stores.

Next, look at your budget 
Doing the project yourself can 
free up money and enable you to 
invest the savings to better 
materials and tools.

For 
example, you might act as gen 
eral contractor, hiring subcon.

What it costs 

Labor is a highly variable 
expense, affected by the cost of 
living in your area, how busy 
that contactor is and the com 
plexity of the work 

As a rule of thumb, you will 
pay an additional one-third to 
one-half of the material cost for 
installation. But remember that 
this ratio usually applies to the 
overall project, not each individ 
ual part 

Some labor-intensive jobs. 
such as tile setting, have a much 
higher installation-to-material 
ratio than for example, hooking 
up a sink. And economizing on 
materials doesn't always signifi 
cantly reduce installation 
expenses. You will usually find 
for example, that it costs virtual 
ly the same to install a basic 
light fixture as a top-of-the-line 
model, said Carter. 

Although installers are not 
store employees, The Home 
Depot has independent contrac 
tors who are available, should 
you decide not to do the work 
yourself. Project installations 
vary by region, so it's best to 
call the store to see if your 
remodeling job can be done by 
one of their experts.

DIVORCE 


Divorce means big changes in estate 
planning, not only in who gets the money 
but how the financial plan is structured 

First step, generally, is to check benefi- 
ciary designations on life insurance poli- 
cies, annuities, retirement plans, IRAs and 
the like. This may conflict with portions of 
the divorce decree; if a qualified domestic 
relations order specifies that a portion of 
retirement benefits be paid to a former 
spouse, only post-divorce benefits accruals 
can be changed 

The big change is in the will itself. Along 
with the spouse, the unlimited estate tax 
marital deduction disappears. That means 
that there is only one estate tax exemption 
to work with. Where a couple's wills could 
pass on $1.25 million in 1998 - more in 
years to come - the individual's limit is cur- 
rently $625,000 

The limit on gift-tax-free giving to chil- 
dren and others is also cut in half, $10,000 
per years instead of $20,000 from the cou- 
ple.
